THE ARMY WIFE 


What is an Army wife? She is 


mostly girl, though there are 
times, when her husband is away 
and she is mowing the lawn, that 
she begins to suspect she is also 
a boy. 


She usually comes in three 


sizes, petite, plump or pregnant. 
During the early years of her 
marriage, it is often hard to de- 
termine which size is the normal 
one. 


She has babies all over the 


world; and she measures time in 
terms of places, as other women 
do in years. 
"It was at Ft. 


Ruckner that we all had the 
mumps. . ." "In Vietnam, Don 
was promoted. . . ." 


At least one of her babies is 


born, or one transfer is ac- 
complished while she is alone- 
causing her to suspect a secret 
pact between her husband and the 
Army, which provides for a man 
to be overseas at these times. 


An Army wife is international. 


She may be an Iowa farm girl, 
a French mademoiselle, a Jap- 
anese doll, an ex-Army nurse.

Watching her children's heart- 
break at transfer time, she gives 
an Academy Award performance.

childhood in a small Alabama 
town was essentially a chance 
for the 1968 third-party presi- 
dential candidate to restate his 
political and social opinions. 


Most interesting and unusual 


segment was a camera visit to a 
Midwestern convent where the 
nuns spend most of their lives in 
silence and prayer. With special 
permission from church authori- 
ties, the cameras were able to 
show the daily regime of the sis- 
ters while several explained the 
joys and tensions of their disci- 
plined life. 


The monthly program is one 


of high quality and usually gen- 
eral interest. But since it is two 
hours long, it occasionally bogs 
down when a feature seems to 
be padded out. 


"Sinatra," on CBS tonight-9- 


10 EST—is a great one-man 
show. Just Frank Sinatra sing- 
ing song after song—16 in the 
hour. 


It was an effective exercise in 


the man's style and taste as he 
wandered, with charm and ease 
from Cole Porter to Rod Me-

header at Baltimore, and Seat- 
tle dumped Detroit 116-102. 


Washington turned back the 


Carolina Cougars 117-107 in the 
night's only American Basket- 
ball Association activity. 


With Willis Reed reeling off 


seven straight baskets on his 
first seven shots, the Knicks got 
off to an early 14-point lead. 


Reed finished with 34 points, 


tops for the Knicks. Connie 
Hawkins of the Suns was high 
for the game with 39. 


Hal Greer had an off night for 


the 76ers, but he made up for 
it with some last-second tactics 
that gave his team victory over 
Chicago. 


With just a few seconds re- 


maining, Greer knocked the ball 
out of Chet Walker's hands, then 
raced down court for a basket 
off an assist from Archie Clark 
to ice it. 


Greer missed a 


seconds left before his theft 
pulled it out. He scored 18 while 
hitting only five of 15 field goal 
attempts. Clark finished with 22 
points and Washington and Bill 
Cunningham had 21 each. 


Walker had 28 for the Bulls 


and Bob Love contributed 27. 


In the nightcap, Baltimore's 


Wes Unseld, the league's most 
valuable player last year, sat 
out much of the game because 
of foul trouble, but the Bullets 
rallied behind substitute center 
Leroy Ellis and Gus Johnson. 


Ellis, who had 22 points and 1 


rebounds, and Johnson, who had 
24 points, each scored four 
points when the Bullets rang up 
a 15-3 streak in taking a 51-35 
lead in the second quarter. Bal- 
timore then went on another 15- 
3 bing in the third period—when 
Johnson scored seven and Ellis 
four—in boosting the margin to 
87-65. 


Jack 
Marin led Baltimore 


with 26 points. Jeff Mullins had 
28 for the Warriors. 


Bob Boozer scored 28 points, 


including six straight baskets in 
the second quarter that helped 
open a big lead as Seattle 
scored its first victory ever at 
Detroit.

multi-million dollar sports and 
convocation center and that they 
also would like to cover their 
football 
fields 
with synthetic 


turf. 


To do so, money is needed and 


a bowl appearance is about the 
easiest way to pick up a fast 
$300,000. Add to this the fact 
that Coach Ara Parseghian is 
all for Notre Dame appearing 
in 
bowl 
games, 
speculation 


that Notre 
Dame might change 


its policy continues. 


"In all previous five seasons 


I've coached at Notre Dame, 
we've received a bowl invitation 
every year," Parseghian told the 
Chicago football writers Tues- 
day. 


"And every year our board 


meets to review and consider 
these invitations and every year 
the board turns them down," he 
said. "I'm sure if we can win 
the rest of our games this year, 
we'll probably get another invi- 
tation but I have no reason to 
believe the policy will change. 
Maybe somebody knows some- 
thing that I don't know." 


Meanwhile, the Big Ten reaf- 


firmed its bowl polices of the 
"no repeat" rule governing the 
Rose Bowl and the rule which 
prohibits conference members 
from appearing in any other 
bowls.

Ever since the Air Force 


Academy started playing foot» 
ball shortly after its creation 14 
years ago, these trained falcons 
have been let loose during half- 
time for a flight around the sta- 
dium, diving at a sponge rubber 
lure held by a trainer. Several 
brought a laugh from the crowd 
by flying right out of the sta- 
dium. 


But the Cadets have almost a 


perfect record of recovery in 10 
years. They have only lost two 
birds, and they know where one 
of those is. He can be found eat- 
ing pigeons in the Sante Fe rail- 
road yard near Soldier Field in 
Chicago. 


"Last year at the Navy game, 


one flew out of Soldier Field," 
said Cadet Second Class Paul 
Ring. "We found him the follow- 
ing Tuesday in the yard.

Frequent Nosebleeds 


May Be Signs of Anemia 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—My son. 25, has had 


severe nosebleeds all his life. 
Sometimes they occur when 
he is asleep. Is there any 
way he can be cured? 


A—The commonest cause 


of spontaneous nosebleeds— 
those not caused by a blow 
or picking hard crusts from 
the nose—is high blood pres- 
sure. Excessive dryness of 
the indoor air, especially in 
Avinter, may-*be 'a "corttribiut- 
ing cause. Anyone who has 
frequent nosebleeds should 
be 
checked 
for 
signs of 


anemia. 


If applying a thin film of 


mineral oil to the nostrils at 
night and 
humidifying 
the 


air to keep hard crusts from 
forming and lowering the 
blood pressure, if it is high, 
do not stop the nosebleeds 
your son should see a nose- 
and-throat 
specialist 
who 


may 
be able to locate a 


small ulcer or weak blood 
vessel and treat it. 


Q—I have chronic sinusitis 


and postnasal drip. I have to 
use over 20 nasal tissues a 
day. 
Is there any cure for 


this? 


A—The usual cause is a 


low-grade infection or an al- 
lergy. The first step in the 
treatment is to identify the 
cause. Then, if the condition 
is chronic, treatment can be 
expected to give some im- 
provement but complete cure 
is difficult. 


(}—Is it harmful to use a 


mild 
nasal 
spryy 
several 


times a day? 


A--N a s ;i I decongestunls 


should be used sparingly be- 
cause they have a tendency 
to lose their 
effectiveness 


and to cause a rebound re- 
action—when the temporary 
relief wears off the conges- 
tion is worse than ever. Con- 
stant use of nasal sprays is 
the cause of many cases of 
chronic rhinitis and sinusitis. 
It may also cause nervous 
tension, tremors and palpi- 


tation. 


Q—Could taking too many 


cola drinks cause a kidney 
infection or worsen such a 
condition? Can one become 
addicted to these drinks? 


A—Cola 
drinks will not 


cause a kidney or any other 
kind 
of 
infection. 
Rather 


than 
aggravate 
it. 
large 


amounts 
of 
fluid 
help to 


flush.out the infection but by 
'themSelVe*?' they would not 
cure it. Since cola drinks 
contain caffeine, 
they 
are 


about as habit forming as 
tea or coffee. Cup for cup, 
however, they contain less of 
the drug.

normal contract you avoid 
safety plays and go after 
overl'ricks. In rubber bridge, 
the reverse applies. 
You 


play safe for your contract 
and just go for overtricks 
after the contract is assured. 


Any good rubber bridge 


player would win the heart 
lead and play a diamond to 
dummy's nine at trick two. 
Later on he would gallop 
home with 
four diamond 


tricks and his contract. 


Ah over-pessimistic dupli- 


cate player would perhaps 
try the same safety play and 
would come up with a top 
score this time, but a good 
duplicate player would bang 
out the top diamonds and 
wind up down one if the de- 
fense did its job properly. 


Why would he do this? Be- 


cause he w o u l d be in a 
normal contract and would 
play for as many tricks as 
possible. 
Overtricks mean 


little in rubber bridge. They 
mean wins in duplicate play. 


The 
diamond jack 
will 


drop 54 per cent of the time, 
so he starts with a 54 per 
cent chance of making five 
diamond tricks. Then, if the 
diamond jack fails to drop, 
he can still bring home nine 
tricks if the clubs divide 3-3. 


In addition, West will have 


to make two discards on.cjia- 
monds. He had better--thipw 
away two '-spades' Snd hang 
onto all his clubs and hearts 
if he wants to keep South 
from making a third trick in 
one of those suits. 


If all this happens to him, 


South can r e a s o n that he 
shouldn't have gotten out of 
bed that morning and look 
forward to a better day.

In Washington, the Eight In* 


ternational Congress of Geron- 
tology turned up some new hopes 
and old fears. At the United Na- 
tions, the gadfly of international 
problems —tiny Malta— asked 
that a panel of experts assess 
"millions of the elderly in the 
United States are living today 
in poverty, and most did not 
become poor until they became 
old."

ask Secretary of State William 
P, Rogers and Secretary of De- 
fense Melvin R. Laird to testify 
during the week of Nov. 17 in 
closed session. 


"Then we'll decide what to do 


subsequent to that," Fulbright 
told newsmen. 


The 
closed-door 
hearing 


planned with Rogers and Laird 
would come after the scheduled 
march on Washington by anti- 
war demonstrators. 


But the chief reason for the 


timing, Fulbright said, was the 
fact that an inquiry has been set 
for next week into the situation 
in Thailand, not the forthcoming 
antiwar demonstrations. 


He said witnesses are coming 


from Thailand for the closed 
hearings being conducted by a 
subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Stuart Symington, D-Mo. 


Fulbright, who was critical of 


President Nixon's speech Mon- 
day night on the Vietnam war, 
said he favored the procedure 
agreed on by the committee.

<uiu Laird in closed session, he 
said, the committee will be bet- 
ter able to judge whether to 


hear further testimony.

mittee didn't want to do any* 
thing that could be interpreted 
as antagonistic and as contrib- 
uting to any undue inflamma* 
tion of the public mind."

ment in Nixon's speech on Viet- 
nam, Fulbright said Tuesday: 
"He now has fully and truthfully 
taken on himself the Johnson 
war, and I think it is a funda- 
mental error," 


Besides Fullbright, calls for 


committee hearings on the war 
came from Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield of Montana, and 
Sens. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., and 
Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y, 


Symington, D-Mo., joined As- 


sistant Democratic Leader Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy in asserting 
Nixon's speech shows he has no 
plan at all for ending the war. 


Most Republicans expressed 


support for Nixon's policies. But 
GOP Sens. Mark 0. Hatfield of 
Oregon and James Pearson of 
Kansas said they had hoped 
Nixon would announce new U.S. 
troop withdrawals. 


Pearson, however, predicted a

Christmas, and added he ex- 
pects most U.S. ground troops 
to be out of Vietnam by the end 
of 1970. Similar predictions had 
been made earlier by senior 
congressional Republicans.

GOP leaders say the choice of 
staying with the GOP is up to 
him. 


National party chairman Rog- 


ers C.B. Morton, 
Republican 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller and 
state party chairman Charles 
Lanigan all have left the door 
open for Lindsay. 


But 
Lindsay—who won by 


forging a coalition of liberal 
Democrats and Republicans, in- 
dependents and Liberal party 
members—has promised to take 
a four-year vacation from Re- 
publican politics. 


"I can't afford the business of 


partisanship," he said Oct. 24. 
He said he would run a "cpali- 
ti&" 
administration and* not 


campaign or raise funds for Re- 
publican candidates during his 
term. 


Lindsay, 47, was forced into 


running as the candidate of his 
Independent 
party 
and 
the 


small Liberal party after Re- 
publican voters narrowly reject- 
ed him in the June primary. 


After Lindsay was re-elected 


Tuesday, Morton said in Wash- 
ington that New York politics 
would determine whether Lind- 
say came back into the party's 
fold. 


"If he's a Republican there, 


he's a Republican everywhere," 
Morton said. "If he doesn't want 
to-join, it's very difficult for us 
at a national level to do any- 
thing much about it." 


Lanigan said of Lindsay, "Un- 


less he should indicate other- 
wise, we would anticipate work- 
ing with him." 


Rockefeller, who endorsed but 


did not campaign for the Repub- 
lican candidate, state Sen. John 
J. Marchi, sent Lindsay "best 
wishes and congratulations." 


Some think 
Lindsay might 


even switch parties. They cite 
the mayor's ability to attract 
Democratic votes. But Lindsay 
says, 'Tve been an enrolled Re- 
publican all my life and I have 
no plans to change that status."

Lindsay,

ic strongholds. Lindsay cam- 
paigned for Vietnam withdrawal

city with a l,G79-vote victory in 
1967, fared somewhat better this 


time and improved on his show- 
ing in white neighborhoods. His 
opponent,

promised to combat the city's 
growing crime rate. 


In 
Detroit, 
Wayne 
County 


Sheriff 
Roman 
Gribbs, 
who 


spurned the "law-and-order" la- 
bel in favor of "law with jus- 
tice" defeated county Auditor 
Ricliard Austin, a Negro ac- 
countant. Botli men had pledged 
to keep race from becoming a 
campaign issue. 


In 
Pittsburgh, 
a 
Maverick 


Democrat, Peter F. Flaherty, 
aided by a 3-1 Democratic regis- 
tration, scort-cl almost a 2-1 vic- 
tory over Republican Jolm K. 
Tabor. In the closing weeks of 
the campaign, Tabor had con- 
centrated on the issue of "crime 
in the streets." 


But 
the 
issue apparently 


gained him little support as 
Flaherty, who disavowed sup- 
port from party legulars, ran 
well in both white middle-class 
and black areas of the city. 


It was the same story in Buf- 


ftlo 
N Y , where Democratic 


Mayor Frank A. Sedita won re- 
election to a second-term, de- 


feating 
Republican-Conserva- 


tive Alfreda W. Slominski. A 
Negro candidate placed third. 


Sedita campaigned on the ab- 


sence of racial violence from 
the 
city and the absence of 


strikes by city employes be- 
cause, he said, the city paid 
them a living wage. 


Lindsay's 
two 
opponents, 


Democrat Mario A, Procaccino 
and 
Republican-Conservative 


Jolm J. March!, both stressed 
the 
need for "safety 
in the 


streets" during the long bitterly 
fought campaign. 


Lindsay, who claimed to have 


put more police on the street 
than any mayor in the city's his- 
tory, hammered at the Vietnam 
war issue, calling his victory "a 
message that the people of New 
York City want the war to end." 


In the Detroit election, Gribbs 


maintained that crime was the

1 issue and, 
wlu'le 
he 


shunned the "law-and-order" la- 
bel, racial voting patterns de- 
cided the outcome. 


Austin received about 20 per 


cent of the white vote, and an 
aide said he needed 25 per cent 
to win.

Silent Majority

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Americans 
President 
Nixon 


calls "the great silent majority" 
have come through for the Re- 
publican party in two feature 
races of the off-year elections, 
prompting 
GOP claims of*a 


Vietnam policy endorsement at 
the polls. 


While Republicans can't prove 


their case from the Virginia and 
New Jersey governorship races, 
simply by making it they may 
influence the course of the war 
policy debate certain to erupt in 
the days and weeks ahead. 


The message they want read 


into the outcome: A man run- 
ning for office, or planning a 
campaign in next year's battle 
for Congress, would do well to 
stand by the President. 


Not so, said a Democratic 


spokesman. 
"We 
don't look 


upon this as a test of Nixon's 
national strength." 


That reaction in defeat was as 


predictable as the Republican 
argument in victory. 


GOP national chairman Roger 


C.B. Morton claimed the voting 
results showed a hearty en- 
dorsement of the Vietnam pos- 
ture Nixon discussed in an elec- 
tion eve report to the nation. 


Nixon campaigned personally 


for Unwood Holton in Virginia 
and William T. Cahill in New 
Jersey. "The President'sgener- 
al endorsement by the public 
had a marked effect on the elec- 
tions, no question about it," said 
Morton. 


Nixon addressed lu's national- 


ly televised Vietnam report to 
"the great silent majority of my 
fellow Americans. 


"I ask for your support," he 


said. 


Morton maintained Nixon had 


received what he sought. 


But in New York, Mayor John 


V. Lindsay won re-election and 
said it showed the people of that 
city want the war to end. De- 
nied the Republican nomination, 
Liberal and challenged the Nix- 
on course. 


While Nixon's campaign inter- 


vention, and the problem of war 
in 
Vietnam, undoubtedly in* 


fluenced the elections, no one is 
claiming 
they were decisive 


factors. 


Republicans are simply fol- 


lowing the rules of politicking, 
just as the Democats did in 
claiming a repudiation of the 
administration was signaled by 
their capture of previously GOP 
House seats in special congres- 
sional elections earlier in the 
year. 


Democrats were surprised at 


the Virginia outcome; they tad 
expected to win with William C. 
Battle. Certainly the divisive

35,000 American troops by Dec. 
15, announcing that 2,500 men of 
the 3rd Marine Division will 
leave for 
Okinawa over the 


weekend. That will leave only 
one battalion and small support 
units of the 18,000-man division 
in Vietnam, and they will leave 
in the next few weeks. 


American troop strength in 


Vietnam now is 495,200 men, 
and the current goal is to re- 
duce it to about 480,000 by Dec, 
15. 


Sources in Bangkok reported 


today that about 500 U.S. Air 
Force personnel were pulled out 
of Thailand last month. They 
were from the 41st Tactical 
Electronic 
Warfare Squadron 


and the 556th Civil Engineering 
Squadron, both of which have 
been deactivated.

States announced an agreement 
five weeks ago for withdrawal 
of 6,000 of the 49,000 U.S. troops 
in Thailand.

Who says it's hard to make 
a dollar t h e s e days? Ac- 
tually, it's a good deal easier 
than ever before. 


All a fellow needs is an 


offset printing press, som6 
green ink, a good grade of 
paper— and he can make all 
the dollars he wants. 


It's illegal, of course. Up 


to 15 years in prison. But 
still, what w i t h m o d e r n 
m e t h o d s of reproduction, 


biils are dark afflf lifeless. 
The fine lines that cHsiefos» 
portions of the papet are not 
cleat and distinct. Arid, since 
they can't be printed 0fl real 
currency stock (legal tender 
paper is not commercially 
obtainable), it even feels 
phony to the touch." 


As a result of the bogus in- 


feriority, Treasury officers 
say that counterfeiting to- 
day, ironically, Is one of the 
least profitable of all crimes. 
Some quick money can be 
made, authorities admit, but

after harvest with an average 
volume of 6,500 board feet per 
acre still standing. 


Making a buck is easier than ever. 


counterfeiting money is so 
easy that more and more 
people are doing it all the 
time. 


The expansion of f u n n y 


money is no laughing mat- 
ter. No one can accurately 
say how much queer cur- 
rency is being made at pres- 
ent. But the Treasury De- 
partment says it's too much. 
Last year, federal a g e n t s 
made 1,370 arrests and un- 
c o v e r e d $10,294,386.32 in 
counterfeit money. This year 
the arrests and confiscations 
have been even g r e a t e r . 
Some officials feel the trend 
is clearly a potential threat 
to the economic stability of 
the nation. 


Says one Treasury Depart- 


ment authority: 


"Right now, counterfeiting 


is big but far from being put 
of hand. However, supposing 
somebody wanted to create 
havoc in the country—like 
all these revolutionary 
stu- 


dents. With a little organiza- 
tion, they could put vast 
sums of bogus money on the 
market very quickly—and it 
could mean real trouble." 


There is, officials say, a 


precedent to this worry. Dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, 
the B r i t i s h counterfeited 
American currency to such 
an extent that it nullified the 
value of all Continental cur- 
rency and resulted in the old 
phrase: "Not worth a Conti- 
nental." 


The trouble is, say spokes- 


men for the Treasury De- 
partment's Secret Service, 
technology has made coun- 
terfeiting simple. Where once 
it was a complex matter in- 
volving several very skilled 
operations, it is now a pro- 
cess within the mechanical 
grasp of millions. 


No longer are the bills 


exactly scratched out on en- 
graving plates by tempera- 
mental old chalcographers in 
eyeshades. Now any kid or 
h o u s e w i f e with a basic 
knowledge of offset (photo 
e n g r a v i n g ) printing can 
make a m i l l i o n in a few 
hours in the garage.

"Ninety-eight per cent of 


all bills today are done off- 
set.
